of the deep T-rall. The grooved rail Is 
favored for asphalt pavements, as In 
Exchange place, wheie the highway 
surface Iskeptcleau by frequent sweep- 
ing, but In macadam which IB uot 
cleaned,the T-rall U preferable, because 
it has all the advantages of the grooved 
rail iu preserving the level of the street, 
and does not collect dirt aud gravel, 
which make rough riding. East Green- 
wich tried grooved rails la macadam, 
aud theT-rall laid Iu the same locality 
under the same conditions proved to be 
much better for passenger traffic, aud 
offered no more obstruction to bicycles, 
aud carriages. The rail that is tuit- 
able for oue kind of a street has decided 
disadvantages under different coudi- 
tious.

Think not that tkoM who hesitated 


were not men of honor, jealous for the 
welfare of their country. 
Not every 


one believed George 111. another such 
despot' as Philip II. of Spain or the 
bloody minded man the radicals Illib- 
erally called him. 
The storm was 


high on the horizon. 
And It ii the 


part of wisdom to count well the cost 
of desperate ventures. 
Against the 


colonies was pitted the mistress of the 
seas—a king, innumerable battailous, 
armament, 
navies, money and the 


prestige of hereditary possession. The 
colonies stood alone. 


There were those who, like Henry, 


whose clear eye saw the future as with 
divination, pinned faith upon Gallic 
enmity to England and looked for a 
sign of aid. But the mouths came and 
went without its appearance. Now the 
Third congress was sitting, and France 
was silent 
Granted 
a defiance to 


Great Britain, the outcome was doubt- 
ful—how doubtful five red years of 
smoke and blood were to demonstrate. 


As the pendulum vibrated a British 


fleet In the Delaware brought the war 
within hearing, and Lord Howe bore 
to off Sandy Hook with all bis army. 


The congress was, after all, a minia- 


ture of the country. 
It held a Tory 


party who awaited some disaster to 
become dangerous. It held faint hearts 
who croaked, despondent 
ones wlio 


predicted ruin and brave hearts that 
dared a struggle they believed would 
be uncertain. 


On such a field for twenty-five long

Stonewall Jackson fought one Fed- 


eral army under General Fremont and 
another under General Banks on alter- 
nate days in 1862 and defeated both. 
After that General Sigel had a Federal 
command there, General J. D. Cox an- 
other and General B. F. Kelley still an- 
other, all charged with looking after 
the Confederates In and around the 
valley. Later General Mllroy, Gen- 
eral Kelley and General French had 
separate commands supposed to be 
available to prevent the Confederates 
from occupying the region in force, but 
Robert E. Lee made It a highway when 
he "chose to do so, as in the Antletam 
and Gettysburg campaigns of 1802 and 
1SC3, and drew upon it as a granary 
of war supplies at leisure. Then came 
General Crook, General Sigel again and 
General Hunter, these last In 1864, but 
at the end of a hard summer's cam- 
paign Early held tbe valley, and the 
Federal forces, composed of the rem- [ 
uants of the old valley commands and ' 
the Sixth corps from tbe Army of tbe 
Potomoc. were huddled close to the 
bank of the Potomac river with Gran' 
on the ground devisiug some method to 
solve the problem of protecting Wash 
ington from valley incursions while the 
main army was fighting along tbe low- 
er James. 


During the excitement of Early's raid 


on Washington In July Sheridan had 
come to tbe rescue with a division of 
cavalry.

Last Saturday maiked a strenuous 


time iu the history of the towu of New 
Sborehain, violence being resorted to 
iu the factional light that has caused 
much bad feeling here for several years. 
The incident itself and the factional 
disputes that led up to it are greatly to 
be deplored. 
As Is well known the steamer Daniel- 


sou has laid at the dock in the East 
H arbor all summer. The supporters of 
the steamer City of Haverhill objected 
to her presence thereon the ground tbat 
It Interfered with the traffic of the uew 
steamer. An appeal was taken to the 
State Harbor Commissioners who re- 
ferred the case to the Harbor Muster of 
Block Island, Capt. Uriah B. Dodge. 
This decision was uot encouraging to 
the petitioners aud last Saturday morn- 
ing, shortly before time for the City of 
Haverhill to arrive, a number of those 
interested took matters into their own 
bands and towed the Dauielson away 
Trom the dock where she had been ly- 
ing- There was no attempt made to con- 
ceal the identity of those who took part 
in moving the vessel. The steamer was 
towed out into the basin aud secured to 
the dolphin. 


After the New Sboreham arrived tb e 


crew of tbat vessel were brought around 
to the East Harbor aud undertook to 
replace the Dauielsou lu the berth 
where she bad been lying. As soon as 
It was reported that the attempt was 
being made a large crowd collected ou 
the wbarf.lslauders aud visitors. Those 
who bad assisted in the moving of the 
Dauielsou were strenuous in their efforts 
to prevent her being replaced and for a 
short time it looked very much like a 
battle. A Hue was passed from the 
vessel to the dock aud this was quickly 
cut. There were souie axes and knives 
lu the party and although these were 
actually used for nothing worse than to 
cut the lines, threats were freely made 
as to the use to which they would be 
put. An excitable Portuguese lost his 
bead and lifted his axe against J. Eu- 
gene Littlefield, but before he bad a 
chance to strike, even if he intended to 
do so, his weapon was takeu away an d 
he himself sought refuge uuder the 
dock. 
The contest lusted for some little time 


but the Danielsou was again pulled 
out of the way aud the New Shoreham's 
crew abandoned their attempt to move 
her. The City of Haverhill came in 
with some difficulty to the dock. 
There was a large crowd of sym pathizers 
on the wharf aud the steamer was 
given a rousing welcome when she ar- 
rived. 
The casualties of the day were few. 


J. Eugene LittleUeld aud Clarence C. 
Rose were slightly injured in the melee. 
At one time matters 
really looked 


serious but the cooler heads In the 
crowd prevailed over themore excitable 
and the'aflair was limited to the throw- 
Ing of stones, shaking of fists and an 
occasional personal encounter.

erln thla city or out of It, Uraad with 
Interest by the v»»t number of people 
employed lu the department! here, an 
well as the population generally. While 
the work uf the government must go 
ou without intermission, aud while the 
heat of the city !• at time* intense, It is 
a pleasure to know tbat President 
Roosevelt is sleeping out of doon with 
bin boys, or is taking a row ou 
the Sound, crabbing or fishing, or sets 
a good example by chopping at the 
faiullv wood-pile, or is playing teuuki, 
aud perhaps receiving delegations of 
visitors from all points of the compass 
who want biui to settle the affair* of 
the world, aud do it at ouce by rule of 
thumb. Meanwhile he is preparing 
his speech to be delivered ou the 27lh 
lust., wheu he will be officially notified 
of bis nomination. 
It is denied tbat there is any politics 


lu the recent strikes, or tbat any action 
the President may have taken has any- 
thing to do with curreut labor troubles. 
The fact that the packing-bouse mag- 
nates aud their striking employes are 
willing to arbitrate their differences is 
proof that the trouble is non-par: isau. 
Nor is it at all probable, as has been 
stated, tbat the President ban issued 
orders through the departmeut of jus- 
tice, tbat the Injunction case against 
the beef packers must be taken up by 
the supreme court immediately after 
convening for the October term. The 
President uauuot issue such orders. 
The court in a co-ordinate branch of the 
government, aud attends to Its business 
according to its owu rules, without 
pressure from auv source. It is as lu- 
depeudeut of the Executive as the Ex- 
ecutive is of it. 


Prominent Republicans who have re- 


turned to Washington since the Chi- 
cago convention, express the utmost 
satisfaction with the political attitude 
of the West. Senator Furuker of Ohio, 
who lives ou Sixteenth street iu this 
city, said yesterday that everything is 
calm, confident aud prosperous iu the 
great middle western states. He fays 
the seutimetit is overwhelming for 
Roosevelt, aud he predicts a large Re- 
publican majority in ludiauuaud Wis- 
consin. Senator Dick says: "1 am un- 
able to see how the Democratic party 
has even the ghost of a chance to win. 
Oue reason why there will be no Dem- 
ocratic victory is the emluent success of 
the administration of President Roose- 
velt, aud the fact tbat the people have 
uot forgotten the'last Democratic ad- 
ministration." 
When oue recollects the great success 


which baa heretofore attended the ef- 
forts of Senator Tillman upon the 
stump,, ttouriebiug a pitchfork, and ad- 
vocating the "shooting of niggers," 
euceeea iu disgusting the people and 
rolling up a large vote for the Republi- 
cans,, there are those who will learn 
witb complacency tbat be propose* to 
go through the same program during 
the next three months. Stopping iu 
tbte city a few days ago to consult a 
tbroat doctor, he denied that he had 
been spilled out of an automobile in St. 
Louis, falling on top of Senator Bailey 
of Texas. It was uot his ankle which 
was sprained but his tbroat. and if it 
gets better, be said: "I will work as 
hard as I did in 1896 and 1900." This 
is good news for Republicans.

Yesterday he said there is uo 
dauger of losing the national ticket in 
his state ou account of factional differ- 
ences. Both have agreed on the same 
Presidential electors. In no State iu 
the Union is President Roosevelt so 
strong as iu Wisconsin. He expressed 
himself as quite satisfied with the Dem- 
ocratic platform. "They could uot have 
done better for us if they had tried," 
he said, an he took the train for New 
York.

All Packing House Cqntrovtr- 


siet Will Soon Be Adjusted 


THE STRIKE IS SETTLED 


Agreement I» Practically Upon 


Liue* Submitted by Union Men 
Last Week—Good Offices of 
Allied Crafts Brought Peace 


Chicago, July 21.—The strike of pack- 


ing house employes, which has de- 
moralized the packing Industry through- 
out the country, was settled here lust 
night at a conference between repre- 
sentatives of the packers, the officials 
of the Meat Cutters' union and repre- 
sentatives of all the allied trades em- 
ployed at the stockyards. 


The whole controversy will be sub- 


mitted to a board of arbitrators, both 
sides agreeing to abide by whatever 
decision this board may reach. Pend- 
ing the decision of the arbitration board 
the men will be taken back to work as 
rapidly as possible by the packers, and 
it is agreed by the packers that all the 
old employes are to be reinstated with- 
in 45 days from the date work is re- 
sumed. If any of the former employes 
are still unemployed at the expiration 
of that time such persous are to have 
the privilege of submitting their cases 
to the arbitration board for settlement. 


The strikers will return to work as 


soon as they can be notified of the 
peaceable adjustment of the trouble 
and it is expected that by tomorrow 
morning everything will be in normal 
shape at all the plants in the different 
cities where employes were on strike. 


Half an hour after the decision had 


been reached to arbitrate. SI. J. Don- 
nelly', the strike leader, had secured 
communication by long distance tele- 
phone with the leaders of the strikers in 
outside cities and had notified them that 
a satisfactory settlement had been 
reached and directed the strikers to re- 
turn to work as soon as possible. 


The settlement of the difficulty by ar- 


bitration was brought about by the 
allied crafts at the stockyards, who 
would hare become involved In the 
controversy had It continued much 
longer. 


The representatives of these unions, 


which represent about 14,000 men, got 
together and sent a final appeal to tbe 
packers asking them for a three-sided 
•conference between the packers, the 
strikers and themselves, in a final effort 
to get both sides of the controversy to- 
gether again and arrange some sort of 
an agreement which would prevent the 
strike spreading to the affiliated unions. 
This appeal of the allied trades unions 
received n favorable response from the 
packers and last night's conference was 
the result. 


The agreement entered into be- 


tween the representatives of the pack- 
ers and the strikers follows: 


"Wages and working conditions of all 


employes now on strike to be submitted 
to arbitration, each party to this agree- 
ment having the privilege of bringing 
before the arbitrators for decision any 
question of wages orconditions, orany 
other grievances they may have, and 
both to abide by the decision of the ar- 
bitrators." 


The agreement reached at last night's 


conference is practically the same as 
the proposition made last Saturday to 
the packers by Mr. Donnelly. The only 
difference is that in Saturday's com- 
munication Donnelly insisted that the 
strikers lie ali taken back to work with- 
in seven days. This the packers re- 
fused, although they agreed to accept 
I'very other demand. 


When the men return to work it will 


be under exactly the same conditions 
as prevailed before the strike was de- 
clared, with the exception 
that 
the 


question of a wage scale will be de- 
cided by arbitration. 
The old wage 


scale under which the union worked last 
year expired May H8. 
NEW OFFICERS FAVORED 


.Another Phase of Contest In 


Order of United Workmen 
Boston, July 21.—It is announced to 


members of the Massachusetts grand 
lodge of the Ancient Order of United 
Workmen that Judce Lowell, in the 
Cnlted States circuit court, has handed 
•down a decision giving possession of 
the Walnut street property of the order 
to the board of officers elected thisyc-jir. 
But until the full bench of tlie supreme 
Judicial court decit'.cs on the old offi- 
cers' appeal from Jud^c Lfithrop's re- 
cent decision in favor of the i:i-w hoard. 
Judge Lowell stiplates that the rights 
of the old officers be protected. 


The trouble between the old and new 


boards of officers OL thu United Work- 
men has been aired in court a number 
of times. In February last an entire 
new board of officers was elected. The 
old board refused to give up tlie Walnut 
street offices and other property of the 
corporation, but on a' writ of replevin 
tbe new officers took forcible posses- 
sion. Then the old hoard applied to the 
circuit court for a restraining ordernnd 
an injunction. However, a set of stipu- 
lations were agreed upon. 


On July o Judge Lathrop handed 


down a decision declaring that the new 
officers constituted the proper board, 
but, on account of the stipulations in the 
circuit court, he refrained from ordering 
the property into the hands of the new 
officers. Thereupon the latter made ap- 
plication for it to the circuit court. 
Judce Lowell's decision constituted an- 
other victory for them.

The mectliig-of the latter 
yesterday afternoon and their attitude 
are taken and acceuteu as a challenge 
by the operatives, and what little hope 
they may have had that the intention to 
cut wages might tie reconsidered has 
now disappeared, anil In its' place there 
remains a determination on alt sides to 
fight the matter to the bitter end. 


Operatives make the statement that 


with a 12% percent reduction the wages 
of many employes would be as low as 
$4.80 for a week's work. 
How the 


merchants view the matter can be 
judged from the notices posted in the 
grocery • stores and butcher shops an- 
nouncing that, beginning Monday, July 
25, business will be conducted on a 
strictly cash basis, in place of 
the 


credit system now in vogue. 


The Centra] Labor union last night 


adopted scathing resolutions condemn- 
ing the cotton manufacturers, endors- 
ing the action of the operatives and 
pledging them its fullest financial and 
moral support. 
A committee 
of 
2.S 


members, consisting of one from each 
union outside the textile workers, was 
appointed to work with the textile op- 
eratives and make appeals for aid to all 
affiliated unions throughout the United 
States. 


This places another strong fund at 


the disposal of the striking operatives, 
ynd within the next 24 hours the ma- 
chinery of the United Textile Workers 
of America will be set in motion and 
assistance will begin to arrive from all 
over the country. 


The executive committee of tne Tex- 


tile council will, within the next 24 
hours, Issue the formal strike order. 
The vote Wednesday night was taken 
with the understanding that should 
three out of the five unions declare for a 
strike all five would go out. The formal 
strike order will be In accordance with 
this agreement aud by tt the carders and 
spinners are bound to quit work, re- 
gardless of the fact that they voted 
against a strike. 


There are some who think a contest 


at this time to be ill-advised, holding 
that there Is no possible chance for the 
operatives to win. The latter are will- 
Ing to admit this, but they declare that 
they must offer some protest against 
conditions which have become unbear- 
able. 
They point out that under the 


reduction of last November and the 
subsequent curtailment, weavers have 
been earning about 57 a week. That 
is not enough to supply the bare neces- 
sities for even the smallest family, and, 
it Is said, to submit to a further reduc- 
tion of 12% percent would be ruinous. 


The general sejitlment of the city 


seems to be one of sympathy for the op- 
eratives. The gravity of the situation 
'is recognized, and business men are 
blue. A popular movement to induce 
the manufacturers to reconsider their 
action In making the reduction has been 
suggested, but has not yet taken defi- 
nite shape. 


Another Strike Possible

The main difficulty is the excited state 
of public leuliiij; in tbe two countries, 
but the Russian government, under the 
direct, inspiration of the czar, who is 
personally anx'ious to avoid 
grounds 


for a quarrel, is apparently ready to 
meet (jrcat Britain in the most friendly 
spirit. 


While not admitting that the Uus- 


sfan captain sei/.ed tne Malacca with 
out some warrant, Russia will accept 
without question llreat Britain's assur- 
ance that the war'munitions on board 
the vessel were government stores 
bound for the naval station at Hong 
Kong and order the immediate release 
of the ship. At the same time she will 
maintain her right to stop vessels be- 
lieved to have contraband of war on 
board aud detain them if the manifests 
are not plain, us required by interna- 
tional law. 


Whether Russia will agree to discuss 


the war status of the l!ed sea cruisers 
is not plain, but If Great Britain in- 
sists seriously she may offer to refer 
this anil other collateral questions to 
The Hague tribunal. 


It Is stated that the foreign 
office 


was not consulted regarding the inter- 
national questions Involved when the 
decision to send out the vessels of the 
volunteer Meet and convert them Into 
warships >vas reached, but this cannot 
he confirmed. The czar's brother-in- 
law. Grand Uuke Alexander, who is a 
strong reactionary and who Is said to 
have planned the cruise, seems to be 
chiefly responsible for the present eu- 
tanglement. 


Nothing Is ascertainable here regard- 


Ing the reported pour-parlers of the 
powers on the general subject of neu- 
tral commerce, but that these are pass- 
ing Is not considered likely. 


No Newa of Release 


London, July 22.—Just before the ad- 


journment of the Vonse of commons 
early this morning Premier Bulfour 
stated that the government bad re- 
ceived no confirmation of tbe reported 
release of tbe Malacca. 


A statement was made by a newi 


agency prior to Balfour's announce- 
ment that the government had received 
satisfactory assurance from the Kus- 
sian government regarding tbe intended 
release of the vessel. 


The authoritative assurances that 


the Malacca will be released, cabled 
from St. Petersburg 
to the United 


States, do not appear in the 
Hritisli 


papers. Special dispatches to a some-

From Eattport, Maine, to- Cape Hat- 


terasevery proruotory, every long, low 
sand spit projecting out into the oceau 
has inure or lew of a local reputation as 
a danger point, at which mariners 
look askance, and concerning which 
soug aud story repeat and perpetuate 
iU uucauuy record. Of these, Point 
Judith, tbe southeastern extremity of 
the main laud of Khode Island, is by 
no means the least famous, aud yet, in 
tbe opeu sea, ten miles southwest of U, 
lies a little green hummock, containing 
ouly ten square miles, upou which the 
oceau surges beat with a continuous, 
restless violence uuequaled by any point 
or rocky headlaud, for these are shel- 
tered, In some directions at least, by the 
Jatid of which- they form a part, while 
.Block Island,located iu the opeu oceau, 
is the battleground of the augry sea, 
blow the wind Irom whatever quarter 
it may. Ten miles from the nearest 
laud, which partially eucircles it from 
northeast to northwest, it lies more un- 
protected from the wesl to the south, 
while to the southeast the broad ex- 
pause of the Western Oceau stretches 
out, with no laud uearer than Spain 
and the Dark Coutineut. When the 
deep, heavy swells, driven before a 
Iierce southeast gale, come tumbling in 
at the foot of Mohegau Bluffs ou its 
south snore, vast walls of green water, 
breaking at their foot with the boom of 
u .thousand canuou aud rushing up 
their concave face, dash the spray in a 
bliudiug whirl over their summit, a 
Jiuudred aud ttfty feet above.the power 
of the mighty waters aud of Him who 
holds them iu the hollow of His haud, 
is wonderfully impressive. 


The average individual 
who has 


never visited Block Islaud seems to be 
pervaded by the Impression that it 18 
.sandy, barren and desolate, where a 
few hardy fishermen by industry and 
privation manage to wring a scant sus- 
teuance from tbe waters that surround 
it. The facts are that the soil is, for tbe 
most part, unusually good, tbe crops 
abundant, the people enterprising and 
well-to-do, and the Island a veritable 
paradise from June to November, albeit 
.bleak and forbidding much of tbe time 
during the year.

Block island Is situated at the eu 


trance to Narragansett Bay ou the uort 
and to Long Island Sound ou the Wesi 
it is shaped much like a pear, ihe stem 
being represented by Saudy Point, it 
northern extremity; it is, approximate 
ly, six miles long and from oue to three 
aud a half miles wide. Its surface! 
very irregular, being a series of hill 
aud valleys, resembling, in uo smal 
degree, the oceau by which it is sur- 
rounded, when that ocean is in au an 
gry mood. Its highest point is Beacon 
Hill, au elevation of lees than three 
hundred feet, but from whose summit 
on a clear day, portions of four states 
New York, Connecticut, Khode Island 
and Massachusetts can be seen. 


In its valleys are countless ponds, 


from those only a few rods In area to 
the Great Salt Pond of a thousand acres 
which has been connected with the sea 
by a 600 foot channel, forming oue ol 
the finest harbors and yacht rendez- 
vous on the coast. 


The Island is practically free from 


boulders—there were never any out- 
cropplngs of ledge formation, but the 
miles upon miles of stone fences that 
intersect the fields and make the sur- 
face vie wed from an eminence to re- 
semble a vast seine or net, bear indis- 
putable evidence to the original charac- 
ter of the surface and to the patience 
aud industry of its early settlers. 


The Island was first discovered, so far 


as we have any reliable historical evi- 
dence, in 1524, by Verrazano (or Verra- 
saui), a Portuguese uavigator sailing 
under the flag of Francis I, Kiug of 
France. 'Apparently he did not laud, 
although he refers to it in his log book 
as a "small island, triangular iu form, 
about three leagues from the main laud 
aud covered with trees," and adds that 
it was inhabited as he "saw (irea along 
tlie coast." He culls it Cluudia, in 
honor of the mol her of Kiug Francis; 
the Indian name of the Island w:as 
Manisses, its meaningbeing "Island of 
the Little God." 


Ninety years later, Adrian Blok, a 


Dutch explorer and fur trader, redis- 
wivered it; his vessel had been burued 
in what is now New York harbor, the 
previous winter of i6I3-l-l aud he built 
another, a "yacht" as lie called it 
which he named the Ourest (Unrest) 
"»d went sailing along the Coast. He 
does not say, In the record of his trip, 
that he landed on the Island but there 
i» strong Inferential evidence that lie 
did, aud at auy rate it has ever since 


Mi ffOOi llMMeblMtl* In 1W1,

Grad- 
ually the laud was brought under culti- 
vation aud at the same time the rich 
harvests of the seu were not neglected. 


Through a si,eui«i of "natural selec- 


tion" aud "survival of the Ililetti," the 
hardy Islanders evolved a style of lish- 
ing boats winch, for more lhau two 
ueuturiei, 
s;rv;d them well. This 


type was unique in its way, aud 
was 


well adapted to the peculiar conditions 
which existed. Tan cod lisniuK banks lie 
at from six tj ciiorj tuaii tivnuly miles 
from tbe Island and ic was uevessary to 
have boats which could survive rounh 
seas and heavy gales; at tlie same time, 
as there was no harbor,the boats 
bad 


to be sm ill aud light, so that iu bad 
weuher they could tie hauled up on the 
shore. 


The lypical Block Island boat has 


almost gone out of existence; a few 
only are left aud it is improbable that 
any more will ever be built. The con- 
struction of harbors, where larger craft 
can lie In safety, has rendered this pecu- 
liar type obsolete. They were lap- 
streaked, opeu cedar boats from twelve 
to twenty-live feet in length, though a 
few were slightly larger. The cedar 
was fastened with copper nails to strong 
but light oak ribs; tlie boats were, deep 
aud sharp aud were rigged with two 
masts, carryiug a foresail and a maiu- 
sail. The foremast was stepped well 
forward and furnished all the head 
sail necessary, having no boom, but 
double sheats leading aft of the main- 
mast. The masts ha^ no shrouds or 
stays aud so were springy, easing the 
boat iu seaway. They were 
"wet" 


boats, tbs spray flying over them iu 
clouds when they were "ou a wind," 
but, handled by the hardy Islaud iish- 
ermeu, they were exceedingly 
sea- 


worthy as is evidenced by the fact that 
not oue has ever been lost by auy acci- 
deut due to bad weather.

almost exclusively dependent upon the 
catch of cod which were salted aud 
cured, and the excellence of Block 
Island codfish made them bring a, high- 
er price iu the market than the best 
Bank cod. 


The advent of a different type of 


fishing vessels, however, bas served to 
make the fresh flsh catch more impor- 
tant, and at the present time, scarcely 
auy fish are salted aud dried. 


The principal fish taken by the regular 


fishermen as a business, are cod, had- 
dock, bluefish, swordfish, flouuders, 
sea-bass, aud that denizen of the deep 
which, under the different aliases of 
yellowfiu, chiquit, squeteague, 
sea- 


trout aud succoteeg, furnishes au im- 
portant article of food through the 
summer aud fall mouths.
